WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—In the senate to- 


day Mr. Morrill of Vermont spoke against 
the silver substitute for the house bill- 
The house of representatives, he said, 
promptly responded to the president's de- 
mand and supplemented it with an emer- 
gency tariff revenue bill as a more perma- 
nent remedy against the export of gold. 
But the senate committee on finance have 
pioposed as a substitute for the bond bill, 
a bill for free coinage of silver, something 
too much of which is the cause of our 
present embarrassment. 


"This," said Senator Morrill, "may not 


be the first time where bread has been 
asked for and a stone presented, but it is 
the first time a senate committee seems to 
have perpetrated a practical joke, almost 
good enough for a clown of Barnum's 
menagerie." 


"The United States," said Mr. Morrill, 


"had been a friend of silver to its own 
hurt and," he continued, "if our late in- 
vestments of nearly five hundred millions 
in silver have been notoriously improvi- 
dent and unprofitable, the disastrous 
results will appear as a drop in the bucket 
when compared with what must follow 
from the enormity of the present proposal 
which is to open all our mints to free 
coinage, not only of our own silver pro- 
duct, but also that of all the world." 
"The vast product," he said, "once in the 
possession of the government must stay 
there forever, defunct as an Egyptian 
mummy, as the public long ago refused 
to aid in its larger practical circulation." 


Senator Morrill then offered an amend, 


ment providing that a seinorage equal to 
the difference between the coinage value 
or face value and the commercial value of 
silver shall be retained by the United 
States. This amendment was defeated 33 
to 44. 


A motion by Mr. Gorman that the free 


silver amendment offered by the finance 
committee be laid on table was defeated 
34 to 43, a victory for the silverites and 
showing their strength. 


NOTHING DONE TO AVERT 
WAR. 


Salisbury's Speech Last Night May Lead 


to Urging Peace Measures. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.! 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—The speech delivered 


by Prime Minister Salisbury last night 
was disappointing for the reason that he 
gave no indication that he was doing any- 
thing to settle the trouble with the United 
States and also for the reason that his 
statement concerning Armenia showed 
there was little if any hope of the British 
government doing anything to mitigate 
the evils in that afflicted part of the Turk- 
ish dominions. 


More definite information on all the 


questions that have caused so much com- 
ment and uneasiness recently will un 
doubtedly be furnished, but it will require 
questionings in the House of Commons to 
compel the government to give it. It is 
certain Lord Salisbury's speech has only 
whetted the determination of the Liberals 
to challenge by amendments to the ad- 
dress in the reply to the queen's speech 
opening the session of Parliament, the 
policy of the government towards Arme- 
nia and Venezuela.

Conference Held Two Ses- 


sions Yesterday. 


TALKS OX IMPORTANT 
MATTERS. 


The Sunday School Was Discussed In 


Ail us Phases. A Fine Supper Served 


to the Delegates. Afternoon and 


Evening Services. 


The Northern Berkshire Baptist Sunday 


school convention held a conference yes- 
terday afternoon and evening In the Bap- 
tist church in this city. The conference 
was largely under the direction of Rev. 
W. W. Main of Boston, secretary of the 
State Baptist Sunday School convention • 
These numbers of delegates were present 
from these towns; Adanr i 2, North Wil- 
liamstown 5, Cheshire 3, Savoy 3, Florida 
4, Stamford, Vt. 10, North Adams 35. The 
afternoon meeting wasjled by J. M. 
Canedy. It was opened ay a praise ser- 
vice and then followed £ re minute talks 
on, "How can we enlarge the work and 
increase the influence throughout the 
Berkshire association?" The talks were 
very interesting and helpful. Those who 
spoke were J. M. Canedy, Rev. H. B. Fos- 
kett of Adams, Rev. W. W. Main, Rev. 
H. J. McMillan of Savoy, G, M. Darby, 
J. H. Bigger of Florida, Rev. Dr. Lane of 
Stamford, Vt., Rev. W. Spencer, Mr. 
Towue of South Williamstown and O. A. 
Archer of Blackinton. At the close of the 
session it was announced that supper 
awaited the delegates downstairs. 
All 


repaired to the dining-room and partook 
of an excellent supper, grandly served by 
the Young Ladies Missionary society of 
the church. The teachers of the local 
Baptist Sunday school were at the tables, 
too. Superintendents H. W. Clark and 
G. M. Darby called on several to say some 
words. Mr. Moore of Boston spoke. !.Rev- 
Mr. Watkins of Albany had something to 
say, Mr. Main was called upon, C. W. 
Dennett talked and Mr. Darby and Mr. 
Clark had something to say, too. They 
were leaders of this informal after-supper 
speaking session. Before going back to 
the auditorium V. A. Whitaker made a few 
remarks. 


Mr. Whitaker said there was one feature 


of the Sunday school work he loved, 
that is the educating of the young men 
srorn twenty to twenty-five years of age. 
For these he asked the prayers of all at- 
tending. Rev. J. H. Bigger asked that 
Brother Foskett be called upon. Mr. Fos- 
kett said it was the purpose to make the 
June rally a success. It is the plan, he 
said, to have a picnic at Poontoosuc or 
the new park at Adams where there 
would be ample opportunity for a celebra- 
tion. He hoped there would be an enthus- 
iastic attendance and th it there would be 
a grand result for the Sunday school. Mr. 
Foskett then, who wasj rebuked for his 
modesty outlined the p s^jram of the ded- 
ication of the new Adams church. He 
asked for the prayers of the North Adams 
people. Mr. Peuney explained that Rev. 
Drs. Duncan and Moorehouse, who would 
preach at Adams a week from tommorrow 
would also preach in this city that day. 
A hymn was then sung and the delegates 
went up stairs to the chapel hall. 


JTvPitiiig Session. 


There was quite a large attendance at 


the exercises which followed. At these 
exercises J. M. Canedy followed. They 
began by the singing of hymn No. 116. V. 
A. Whitaker was at the piano and won 
some honors as an accompanist. No. 141 
was suns and so was No. ninety-three. 
Rev. Dr. Lane then read the scripture 
lesson and Mr. Canedy ashpd that fifteen 
minutes be spent in a prayer service.

Helper* I,pii|;iip. 


Stephen Moore of Boston spoke on the 


Helpers league and the state 
work. 


Before the entered the Deld, he said, Bap- 
tists were losing ground. In the five yeara 
succeeding 1890, 115 schools have been 
organized. We must attribute at least 
seventy-five of these schools to the Bap- 
tist Sunday school mission and to Brother 
Main. Mr. Moore told of some experi- 
ences in helping along small missions and 
the glorious work that is being done by 
them. 
On conversions he touched and 


then turned a little to finances stating 
that he wondered if all the 70,000 in the 
Sunday schools would give one penny a 
piece a month. He was sure the adults 
would give a nickel, the price of a oar 
fare and walls once. There is no institu- 
tion doing so much as the Baptist mission. 
Of course he knew all would be willing to 
give the small sums mentioned, but one is 
liable to forget, so the Helpers league had 
cards printed so that they could be dis- 
tributed in the school. One person could 
distribute these cards once a month and 
collect the amounts that the pupils or 
adults might have pledged. 
He spoke 


again of the work the mission is doing 
and said it is doing it all because you, dear 
friends, are willing to give us a nickel a 
month. 


Secretary DTaiii Talked. 


Secretary Main was then introduced. 


He began by relating a story of a boy lost 
in Chicago and how a policeman took 
him to a station and rang the tele- 
phones all over the great city. He applied 
that story showing that the Baptist mis- 
sion stand like the policeman and station 
and are trying to bring back to their 
father the boys that are drifting away. 
We are trying to suve old Massachusetts 
for the church. There are over 150,000 
children not enrolled in a Sunday sckool 
and over 300,000 persons between eighteen 
and thirty not in the church. My! What 
are we doing? We are trying to lead 
these people and children into the light 
and freedom of the gospel. We go into 
the work for saving these people for 
Jesus. We talk co-operation, but believe 
in denominationalism. If there are more 
Congregatioualists than Baptists in a dis- 
trict we say to the former take the field 
and we will co-operate with you. We 
believe in that union where all hearts 
beat as one. He spoke some of chapel 
No. 5, in Natick, and showed the good 
results, although some said that all the 
people there were God-less people. The 
school was organized in a carriage house 
and the mission became prosperous. The 
flrst one to testify in it to conversion was an 
old woman over seventy-five years of age, 
who thanked God for the chapel. An old 
man over s«tj -2ve testified, too, and a 
young man, not forty spoke of his great

THE GRAND ARMY'S OPEN MEETIXG. 


A Crowded Hall Hears England Con- 


demned and Then has to Hear 


Cleveland and Congress Cen- 


eured. Lots or Fun. 


Last evening the Grand Army people 


had a most enjoyable occasion at their 
rooms in Gatslick hall. Seldom indeed is 
there a pleasanter or more social time 
than the soldier boys can give when they 
open their camp fire sessions to the asso- 
ciate members and invited guests. The 
boys of '6I-'85 do know how to entertain 
and make their friends feel at home. 
There is no doubting that fact. Last eve- 
ning was no exception to the rule. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock the hall was well 


filled up, there being few or no vacant 
seats, with a goodly number of ladies pre- 
sent, and then Mr. Tower gravely and 
dignifledly announced his authority must 
be recognized as he wielded the gavel, 
and announced that the meeting would 
come to order, and with the Sons of 
Veterans sing "America." 


The debate, which was to be the even- 


ing's intellectual entertainment, was then 
in order. The question was: "Resolved 
That the recent action of the United States 
government in the Venezuelan matter is 
justifiable." The affirmative was support- 
ed by John K. Magonia and Henry G. 
Rowe, and the negative was advanced by 
B. H. Beer and C. W. Dennett. 


Mr. Magenis opened for the affirmative. 


He defined minutely and exhaustively the 
Monroe doctrine, bow it came to be, and 
its purpose. He then turned to a history 
of the land possession of Venezuela and 
Guiana, showing that Great Britain's 
claims today 
extend far beyond that 


country's original purchase. 
He then 


dwelt upon England's aroitrary refusal to 
grant Venezuela any proper consideration, 
and closed with an eloquent tribute to the 
Monroe doctrine and the American na. 
tion. His speech was heard with marked 
attention and enthusiastic applause. 


Lawyer Beer followed Mr. Magenis, 


taking earnestly the English side of the 
question. His sallies against President 
Cleveland and the natives of Venezuela 
drew out roundo of laughter, and his sar- 
castic remarks during his whole speech 
greatly entertained his audience. Mr. 
Beer proceeded to show the usefulness of 
the English nation to civilization, how 
the presence of the English people every- 
where had always brought about good 
government and thrift and prosperitj'. 
He then argued that England was our 
friend, helped establish the Monroe doc- 
trine and that she waa not an object of its 
prohibitions. He closed his remarks with 
alleging that the United States had hot- 
headedly brought on the present trouble 
and should have waited till the South 
American state luid done whut it could to 
fight its own battle? and the point at issue 
had received adjudication. 
Mr. Beer's 


speech, it is safe to fcay, furnibhed the 
greatest entertainment of the evening to 
his hearers, who heartily tnjoyed his 
many thrusts and earnest manner. 


Henry G. Rowe then tpoke for the affir- 


mative. 


C. Vv'. Dennett made the last speech, 


and for the negative. He was logical and 
clear-cut in his remarks and certainly 
made an able presentation of the case 
against the Cnited States government. 
He argued that the Monroe doctrine w.is 
never meant to be a thteat of war to com- 
pel arbitration; that tlierc were no suffi- 
cient grounds in the Venezuelan matter 
to warrant war with its tcr.-ibl<3 consc- 
qences; that the Monroe doctrine did not 
apply in these days as when the na- 
tion was weaker; and finally, as v.-e 
were not at all prepared for war it was 
the height of indiscretion to threaten j 
Great Britain. It was an able argument, 
especially as it was almost extempora- 
neously constructed by Mr. Dennett. 


Recebs wa*t then taken, and 
coffee, 


doughnuts and cheese were served, while 
the jury on the debate retired to bring in 
judgment. Laughter, chat and a good 
time was had for nearly an half hour 
when the meeting again came to order and 
(as previously agreed on—supposed to be 
a secret) the jury reported a disagreement 
as to whether the affirmative or negative 
had won the debate. Then it was moved 
to do almost everything with the verdict 
—lay it on the table, under the table or in 
the waste basket. Finally it was referred 
to Mr. Tower to decide,a duty he accepted 
only to reserve judgment for a day. 


Then followed more fun in which all 


participated and cigars and pipes were 
brought into requisition. Nor did thi9 
drive the ladies out, as they were so 
thoroughly enjoying the occasion.

It is not a bad thing for us in the midst

There is bur- 
den as there is sunshine for every man, 
woman, and child of us. If we will but 
try to Hit and share them both, for and 
with each other, we shall flnd that "there 
•re summer days in winter after all." 


spirit of co-operation in this matter is 
heartily appreciated here. 
Oar people 


will work hand in hand with hers and un- 
tiringly to obtain the railroad improve- 
ments so urgently needed between the 
two cities. 


But our city has two or more strings 


to her bow, and it would not be in keep- 
ing with her spirit to neglect the others 
while the one did not seem wholly prom- 
ising.

They are needed at once and active 
measures will soon be fully under way for 
securing them from the most readily 
available and most promising source.

Good news of brighter business is coming 


from all sources and directions. R. G. 
Dnn & Go's weekly review of trade says: 
Though business is still waiting, there 
are some signs of definite improvement* 
It is now believed that the first payment 
for bonds will cause no further pressure, 
and the money markets are easier as re- 
spects loans or collateral, though the diffi- 
culty of making commercial leans still 
check operations. But large maturities 
at tbe end of January have been mot more 
satisfactorily than was expected, and 
merchants and bankers report that the 
signs promise a good spring trade.

The Pittsfleld Eagle reprints in full our 


editorial of Wednesday, in which a plan 
was outlined that is feasible and which 
would give us a very desirable rail" 
road connection with New York and the 
west by way of Lebanon. The Eagle 
comments upon it editorially as follows: 


The article from the North Adams 


TRANSCRIPT which we quote in another 
column, shows that our friends in the ne- 
per part of tbe county are in earnest in 
the matter of better railroad iacilities for 
that section. Tbe tone of the article in- 
dicates very little confidence in an im- 
provement of things through the medium 
of the Boston and Aibanv comnany, and 
a determination to seek a benefit by other 
agencies. We admire the spirit which 
aims at Improvement, if not by one 
agency then by another, but we do not 
want Pittsfleld to be left out of the calcu- 
lation. If North Adams is to have better 
railroad facilities, we want them to come 
from this direction, because we want to 
snare .in tbe benefits which it is felt 
would be derived. It would be all well 
enough to send a railroad into North Ad- 
ams by way of the Lebanon valley, but 
that would not benefit this city nor would 
it be helpful for Berkshire county as a 
whole. The natural route is down this 
way to Pittsfield and thence to New York 
and the west, and if Berkshire will hang 
together on this line, it will be pretty apt 
to get what it wants. But if one city as- 
sumes a half-hearted attitude and .begins 
to reach out for other connections, there 
is likely to be disappointment all along 
the line. The business men of Pittsfleld 
stand ready to join hands with those of 
North Adams in bringing an improve- 
ment in railroad service, but nothing will 
be gained if there be a division of inter- 
ests. 


•The comment above is wholly justifiable 


and state* the case fairly and in accord- 
ance with our views, excepting perhaps 
the* intimation that improved railroad 
facilities for Berkshire can only be ob- 
tained in one direction. The first choice 
of northern Berkshire of course would be 
to have the Boston & Albany so improve 
Its service between North Adams and 
Pittsfleld as to make it unnecessary to 
look elsewhere for the needed railroad 
facilities. 


The natural route and the one most de. 


•irable for Pittsfield and the county as a 
whole is undoubtedly by way of our sister 
city. But at the same time northern 
Berkshire and a very important surround- 
ing territory would be benefitted almost 
beyond calculation by such an outlet as 
the proposed road by way ofthe Lebanon 
valley would give. 
Our entire county 


would in the same way receive material 
benefit, though indirectly perhaps, by 
such a line competing with a rood which 
gives this section such inferior service. 


Rapidly growing North Adams feels its 


needs in these respects probably more 
than does Plttafield at present, and this 
otty is quite as anxious as the other to 
have such improvements aa shall be of 
the greatest mutual benefit. Plttsfleld's

Armenian Horrors and Monroe Doctrine Dis- 


cussed by Lord Salisbury. 


X, Feb. 1. -Prime Minister Salis- 


bury delivered :i speech here last night, in 
the course of which he rebutted (he state- 
ments made by John Morley to the elec- 
tors at ArbrouTTi, concerning the Monroe 
doctrine. Lard Salisbury said: 


"I have beai held up as the denouncer 


of tho Monrae doctrine. As a matter of 
(act, although tin- Monroe doctrine is no 
part of mtcrnation, il law, my dispatch to 
Mr. Olney, the -.ucrcrary of »tate for the 
United Suites, supported it as a rule of pol- 
icy in the strouitc-,1 ami most distinct terms. 


"But when I state I in that diipalch, 


and reiterate now, that, as a rule of policy, 
we are the entin- a Ivo • itcs of the Monroe 
doctrine, we mean the M-tnroo doctrine as 
Provident MOTH. if in .cistoosl it. In th it 
Bensa you will nor Hnd imv more con- 
vinced supporters than we are." 


Lord Salisbury then turned abruptly to 


the Armenian qmi--Tion, and lie reproached 
the religions ruinnimmies with laboring 
under a mistake ulion thev supposed that 
England had Louml herself in honor to 
succor the Armenians, winch means to go 
to war with the bultan, in order to force 
him to govern the Armenians. 


The Berlin treaty, Lord .Salisbury snid, 


merely bound the signatory powers that 
if the sultan proinnlRttted certain reforms 
they would wntch over the execution of 
those reforms. X< thing more. He did 
not think anyone cunld Interpret that as 
au understand] njz to <;o to war. As to the 
Cyprus convention, Lord Salisbury con- 
tinued, it contains no trace of an under- 
standing to interfere in behalf ot the sul- 
tan's subjects. 


"I \vns concerned in the drafting of both 


these conventions," Lord S'llisburv said, 
'•and nothing would have induced me to 
pledge my country to such a desperate 
uiulertiilii rig ' 


Tl o speaker leminded his hearers that 


the leforrns wl:i< li the sultan had recently 
accepted, ahho i^h very good reforms, 
could not lie oxn'otod to produce good 
government in tw,> months. 


'"They require time to work out," the 


speaker went on to sny. "They \sould re- 
quire tune in a civilize 1 community, and 
much mote so in a sivigo and fanatical 
community. 1 hope they will have a bene- 
ficent axmirnmeat as things progress. " 


Lord Salisli.irv then continued by say- 


ins: 
"Meantime, bv spreadi'm among 


tho Turk-, tne t^oli'iir that their dominion 
was threatened, the^o reforms have uu- 
fortunntc'iy led to tlit1 perpetration of hor- 
rors wliieh c in only bo compared with the 
days of GjiiKiii-, Khan and Tamerlane 
I 


am aware M. it many influential people 
aver that this wis done by the sultan and 
bis government \\'nh «et purpos-e. 


Excuses 3Iu<le For the Sultan. 


"My own opinion is that the sultan's 


government is we.ik, wretched, impotent 
and powerless; 
but it is a dream to 


imagine that he ordered the perpetration 
of those cruelties. In my judgment there 
is no ground for thinking so. It was r»ee 
faction and creed faction, dm en to the 
highest point in their most corrupt and 
most horrible form, which brought upon 
the wretched Armenian* these turnulo 
•ufferings. 


"If you ask why we have not interfered, 


I can only answer for England that v,re 
oonld have threatened wh.vt I may call 
annoyances in the semng oC customs here 
and there; but wlu-n you are dealing with 
the rising of a whole fanatical population 
against a poptilati.m with whom they 
have been at bitter enmity for ages, and 
who are situated in mountains, far re- 


niovcu fiori ihe seashore, you are deceiv- 
ing vourselves if you imagine that Eng- 
land's arm, long as it is, could have dona 
anvtJmig in mitigation. Nothing but a 
military oce.'pntum could have done it, 
and England does not possess the power for 
military omnvitioiiMt that distance. 


"Mr. Gl-idMotie wrote in a letter that 


England could cope with five or six Tur- 
keys. That 
^ as u mo.st ill-judged and 


rash observation. Il the sultan would 
meet us on the open sea, undoubtedly we 
could copj with iheor sit sultnus. But 
it is not worth arguing the possibility of 
Kngland occupying these inaccessible prov- 
inces 
I am not bound to answer the 


question w!,y Kurope did not interfere. 1 
gny, confidentially, that non<" of the pow- 
ers wished to interfere, and I believe their 
view is that, with patience, the sultan's 
prestige, which is the only power left in 
Ilie country, will ultimately re-establish 
order and allow industry and commerce 
to take (heir usual secure course. 


'That is their vie\v, and itisourduty 


to guc the sultan time. It is not for ra» 
to pi'ss judgment on that view, but no 
other remedy iias baen suggested. It is 
gome enco irag.'me-it to find that already 
some degree of order is heing restored. If 
you do not act with the great powers, you. 
must act Hgainsc them, and produce ca- 
lamities far more awful and terrible than 
the Armenian atrocities " 


In conclusion, Lord S iHsbary referred 


to the recent patriotic demonstrations in 
the onlomes in tho face of the threatened 
foreign complications, and said: "I care 
not how mujh we are isolated, If we are 
united 
An example has been set which 


will «hrd a beneficent light on the latest 
generations of Englishmen." 


Loid Silisbury, at the opening of bis 


speech, referred to the recent Transvaal 
crisis as throwing a lurid light upon what 
might happen if home rule were granted 
to Iiel.md. As soon as the Transvaal was 
in trouble, be pointed out, ic applied t<i 
the foreign powers, instead of to England, 
for support

speech as ''ihe most amazing utterance 
that, ever fell from the lips of the governot 
ot a great empire at the crisis of its for- 
tune.

OTTAWA, Feb. I.—Minister of Finance 


Foster made his annual financial state- 
ment to parliament yesterday afternoon.

If Canada is to do her 
duty by the empire, we must make ade* 
quate provision for our defense and opera-
